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REMARKS 

In the Decision mailed June 19, 2006, in response to the Petition Under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.137(b) mailed on April 17, 2006, the Examiner noted that the subject application went abandoned 
by operation of law after midnight 8 May, 2005 and a Notice of Abandonment was mailed on 21 
September, 2005. On April 26, 2006 (mailed on April 17, 2006) Petitioner filed the petition with fee 
and made the reply in the form of an amendment and sought to make the statement of unintentional 
delay. 

The Examiner alleged the Petitioner did not satisfy the "statement" of regulatory 
requirement under 37 C.R.F.R. §1.1 37(b) because petitioner was not attorney of record on the date of 
abandonment (8 May 2006). 

Petitioner notes that the subject file was transferred to the Quine Intellectual Property 
Law Group, P.C. by Hogan & Hartson, L.L.P. on December 10, 2004 {see.
